My 
only regret is that the revision of 
Schedule K did not begin with free 
wool. A tax on wool necessarily left 
the Woolen Trust in possession of a 
higher duty than it could have se- 
cured {if woo! had been put upon the 
free list. 

“The free sugar and the income tax 
hills are the best measures that the 
House has passed dealing with the 
subject of taxation. I was astonished 
te see that two-thirds of the Repub- 
licans voted for the income tax meas- 
ure. 

“Il was glad to see a bill reported 
recently providing for the physical val- 
vation of railways. The most serious 
mistake that Congress has made is 
its failure to act on the trust question. 
A caucus ought to have been held the 
day after the Supreme Court decision 
and a measure prepared restoring sv 
much of the strength as the court had 
taken out of the law by inserting the 
word ‘unreasonable’ and yet nothing 
has been done in spite of the fact that 
the alleged dissolution of the Standard 
Oil and Tohacco Trusts has raised, 
rather than lowered the value of the 
stock of those trusts, 


All in All, a Brilliant Reeord. 

“T think the Democratic caucus erre1 
also in not providing for an investigation 
of the Money Trust by a special com- 
mittee. A man must chloroform his own 
mind before he can justify the turning 
over of such an investigation to a com- 
mittee whose chairman had already 
signed the Aldrich report. 

“But in enumerating some of the faults 
of the Democratic Congress, I reiter- 
ate that its record—all things consid- 
ered—is a brilliant record, and the fai!- 
ures, as far as there have been failures, 
only show what tremendous pressure 
the predatory interests can bring to bear 
upon the people's representatives.” 

“Will the progressives in the na- 
tional convention insist on the in- 
corporation of planks favoring the 
initiative, referendum and recall?” 


State Issues Not National. 


“No, I do not expect any effort to be 
made to‘obtain the indorsement of any 
of these reforms. They are state ques- 
tions and not national issues. The opin- 
lons of candidates for the presidency on 
these questions are important only in so 
far as they indicate a fundamenta! bias. 
A man who is opposed to the initiative 
and referendum, for instance, is quite 
likely to be opposed to the popular elec- 
tion of the Senators by the direct vote 
of the people, This is not a universal 
ule, because sometimes opposition to the 
initiative and referendum is due to a 
lack of knowledge of the principles in- 
volved. But when the subject is clear- 
ly understood the man who opposes the 
popular election of Senators is quite 
likely to oppose the other: and this dis- 
trust of the people is apt to show itself 
in Other questions." 


“What prospect is there for the 
organization of a third party?” 

“None whatever, There may be two 
Republican conventions and two Repub- 
lican candidates, but there is no likeli- 
hood of there being a third party or- 
ganized. If there are two Republican 
tickets in the field, it will not be fair to 
call either a third party, for they will 
not be permanent in character. They 
would simply be intended for one cam- 


ing to defeat each other and not to form

1/SHOTS FIRED I 
FGnT WITH SHOE 
FAUTORY STRIKERS 


One Man Hit by Stone Hurled 

Through Glass Shield of 
Auto. 

RIOT CALL TURNED IN 

Police Arrive and After an In- 


vestigation Make Three 
Arrests. 





Two shots were fired and stones were 
thrown in a_ three-cornered fight of 
strikers, strike-breakers and executive 
employes of the Hamilton-Brown Shoe 
Co, when an attempt was made to pick 
up strike-breakers in three automobiles 
at Glasgow place and Garrison avenue 
at 6:30 a. m, Monday. 

Paul Hogan, superintendent of the 
company’s factory at Jefferson avenue 
and Randolph street. aiid Willard Fav- 
reau, a foreman at the same plant, were 
arrested for discharging revolvers, and 
William Roach of 3011 Cass avenue, 2. 
striking shoeworker, was held for throw- 
ing stones. 

A stone which, according to the po- 
lice, was thrown -by Roach, broke the 
wind shield of one of the automobiles 
and struck Ezra Farfouri of *22 South 
Second street, who was being taken tv 
the factery to fill a striker’s place. Of 
1500 shoeworkers now on strike, 200 were 
employed at the Randolph street fac- 
tory. 

Hogan and Favreau, with Charles ©. 
Hart as a special guard and Hugo Thie- 
mann as chauffeur, started out in an 
automobile to pick up strikebreakers at 
appointed meeting places. Two other 
automobiles were on a similar mission. 
After picking up Farfouri, Hogan’s au- 
tomobile went to Glasgow place and 
Garrison avenue. 

There was a group of men on the 
corner. Strikers and strike sympathizers 
were pleading with these men not to 
take the strikers’ jobs. 

After the stone was thrown through 
the windshield, Hart pursued and cap- 
tured Roach, who told the police he had 
to beg for his life to keep from natng 
shot. 

Private Watchman Martin Ryan, had 
‘ust reached his home in the neighbor- 
hood and heard the shots. He turned 
in a riot call. When the police reached 
the corner, Hogan’s automobile and 
two others which had been there had 
disappeared. 

Roach was forced to get in one of 
the automobiles and ride to the Ran- 
dolph street factory. After he had 
teen identified there as a striker he 
was turned over to the police. On 
Roach’s statement that he had been 
shot at, Superintendent Hogan and 
Foreman Favreau were arrested. They 
admitted firing shots, but said they 
fired in the air. They were released on 
$500 bond each. 

Roach said that when he heard that 
strike-breakers were to be picked up by 
automobiles at Glasgow place and Gar- 
rison avenue he went there with two 
friends, not shoeworkers. According to 
his statement he was circulating among 
the strike-breakers and asking them not 
to go to work when three automobiles 
drove up. Before the first machine 
stopped, he said, Hogan, Favreau and 
Hart jumped from it with drawn re- 
volvers. 

Roach said one of his friends ran west 
in Glasgow place and Hogan fired a 
shot at the fleeing man. Believing that 
his friend was in danger of being shot, 
Roach said, he threw a stone at Hogan. 
It crashed through the windshield of 
the automobile and struck Faffouri. 

Favreau rushed upon him, Roach said, 
and fired at him. The bullet missed. 
Roach then jumped behind a tree. Hart 
and Favreau advanced on him with 
drawn revolvers and he picked up stones 
to defend himself, at the same time 
begging them not to shoot. 

He complied with Hart’s order to 
throw up his hands and Hart warned 
Favreau not to shoot. 

One report to the police was that sev- 
eral men employed on a new building 
had joined in the fight and had thrown 
stones. This was denied by Mrs. Mary 
Holtgzrewe of 3032 Glasgow place, who 
says she witnessed the fight and that 
the workmen on the building took no 
part in it. i

CAIRO, Ill, April &8—With tic river 
stationary at 54 feet, flood conditions in 
and about Cairo are unchanged, and it 
is believed that the continued breaks in 
the Mississippi River levees below here 
will lower both the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi. Cairo citizens believe that the 
worst is passed and that the city is safe 
from inundation, although Cairo and its 
contributory territory will not begin to 
recover from the high-water damage for 
many months. On every side the water 
is lapping close to the dike tops, but 
there is little danger of further over- 
flow and slight chance for a break any- 
where. 

It was an exciting Easter Sunday for 
Cairo. The heavy rain of Saturday 
night, which soaked the levee, was fol- 
lowed by a 50-mile gale from the North- 
east, which whipped the Ohio into three- 
foot waves. The whitecaps dashed 
against the sea wall and leaped over the 
levee in many places. Watchers who 
found the streets along the embankment 
running with water aroused the town, 
but everything held, and early yesterday 
morning the wind abated. ;

The city of Cairo now is an island, 


and one more foot of water would make 
it a lake. The business portion of the 
city is from 10 to 13 feet lower than the 
river now, and in some of the northern 
parts houses are 20 feet below the river. 
Looking over the levee from a boat on 
the Ohio, one can see only the roofs and 
chimneys of many houses. 

The sewers are kept free by the three 
drainage pumps. Ina few spots vacant 
lots have been converted into lakes, but 
there is no water in the streets and av 
inconvenience to householders. 

At various points along the levees 
stand 80 flat cars, each bearing 1000 
burlap sacks filled with earth and sand. 
They are ready for any emergency, as 
are many piles of filled bags all along 
the embankments. Eighty thousand ad- 
ditional bags arrived yesterday. Fifty 
thousand of them came from New Or- 
leans, and the supply of the St. Louls 
bag manufacturers was said to be ex- 
hausted. The earth to fill the bags has 
been taken from all over Cairo. Citi- 
gers volunteered the use of their prem- 
ises and many beautiful lawns and 
gardens have been converted into holes 
by the spades of the levee workers. 

A noticeable feature of the residence 
districts of Cairo is that every door 
and. window stands open. The purpose 
is to keep the houses from floating away 
in the event of an overflow. With the 
doors open the water will run threugh, 
the air escapes and the house, if well 
built, will stand. 

Water Inside City Limits,

Lange arrested the man and the crowd 
dispersed without and disturbance. 

The city attorney asked Reve how 
much he though he would make if he 
got all the proceeds of his labor and 
he said $10 a day. He could not ex- 
plain how he would expect to make that 
much,

TOSOED MAN IS 


UNAWARE OF TWO 
DEATHS IN FAMILY 


Ptomaine Believed to Have 
Killed the Wife and Mother- 
in-Law of Anton Brusz. 





CHEESE TO BE EXAMINED 


Daughter Is First to Become III 
and Husband Is Stricken on 
Way for Aid. 


Narrowly saved from death by a mys- 
terious poison which cost the lives of 
his wife and mother-in-law and may 
kill his little daughter, Anton Brusz of 
805 Fillmore street told a Post-Dispatch, 
reporter at the city hospital Monday, his 
remembrances of what preceded the mo- 
ment when he fell unconscious in agony 
on the kitchen floor of his home, Sun- 
day, while the other members of his 
family screamed in pain in adjoining 
rooms. 

Brusz does not know that his wife and 
his mother-in-law, Mrs. Barbara Steiner, 
are dead, nor does he Know that on an- 
other cot in the hospital lies his 4-year- 
old daughter, Irma, still unconscious, 
with scarcely a chance for recovery. 
City hospital physicians say that were 
this news to be given to him now, it 
probably would cause his death, s0 
precarious is his condition still. 

Mrs. Brusz and Mrs. Steiner were 
found dead in the Brusz home at 1 
c’clock Sunday afternoon. Mrs. Steiner 
was lying on her bed. In another room 
Irma lay unconscious on a bed, beside 
which knelt the dead body of her moth- 
er, as if in prayer. Brusz was lying 
unconscious on the kitchen floor. 

The bodies were discovered by Miss 
Johanna Knock, 21 years old, of #811 
Wash street, who was employed tv 
Brusz in a restaurant he conducted 12% 
05 North Twelfth street. When Brusz 
did not appear at the restaurant «s 
usual Sunday morning, Miss Knock be- 
came alarmed and went to his home. 

Miss Knock summoned Dr. Charles E. 
Walker of 416 Kansas street, who gave 
Brusz and his daughter emergency 
treatment and sent them to the city hos- 
pital. 

One of the theories advanced to ac- 
count for the poisoning is that it re- 
sulted from the eating of colored Eas- 
ter eggs by the family. On a table in 
the kitchen were found two dozen col- 
ored eggs, with the dyes beside them in 
cups and saucers. There were egg shells 
on the floor, indicating that some of 
the eggs had been eaten. The egg dye, 
according to physicians, contained a 
quantity of arsenic. 

It is the belief now of the authori- 
ties investigating the case that ptomaine 
poisoning was the cause of the deaths. 
This theory is borne out b» the story 
told by Brusz when he had recovered 
consciousness. Pure Food Inspector 
Adolph Meyer visited him at the city 
hospital and obtained data on which 
he will base a thorough investigation of 
the case. In the meantime City Chem- 
ist Buckland is conducting a chemical 
analysis of the contents of the stom-

the exact nature of the poison that 
caused their deaths. 

Domestic Rocquefort cheese, bought by 
Brusz Friday at Union Market, is 
thought by him to have been the possible 
cause of the poisoning. It was not eaten 
until Saturday, he said. He and his wife 
dined at a restaurant Saturday night 
and ate beans and veal chops. Inspector 
Meyer said he would inspect the place 
where they ate. 

Brusz’s daughter, Irma, was the first 
to be stricken, he says. She was asleep, 
when she suddenly began to scream in 
agony, Sunday morning. A moment 
later, Mrs. Brusz and Mrs. Steiner be- 
came ill. Brusz says he began to dress 
to summon a doctor. He became ill 
himself and the last thing he remem- 
bers is falling to the kitchen floor, 
where he was later found unconscious,

The Associated Retailers of St. Louis 
will meet again Thursday to consider 
policies for advancing the completion of 
the Free Bridge. 

The activity of the retailers has em- 
phasized the fact that the Joint Free 
Bridge Committee of the House of Dele- 
gates and Council has had under con- 
sideration for nearly four months the 
bills fixing the site of the East Side 
bridge approach, and finally goes out of 
existence without having made a report. 
While the joint committee was holding 
up the bills, the city paid out $40,000 in 
interest on the Free Bridge bonds. This 
sum would pay the salary of all mem- 
bers of the Municipal Assembly for more 
than three years. The retailers are 
eager to have the bridge completed as 
soon as possible, so that the city will 
begin to derive benefits from the heavy 
outlay of money. 

Others Expected to 
Several other business organizations 
are expected to join the movement start- 
ed by the Associated Retailers this 
week. The executive committees of the 
Business Men's League, the Merchants’ 
Exchange, the Manufacturers’ Associs- 
iion, the Advertising Men’s League, the 
North End Business Men’s Association 
and other organizations this week will 
consider the advisability of joining with 

1e retail merchants to get action 01 
the bridge legislation. 

After the site of the approach is fixed 
by the Municipal Assembly a_ special 
election will have to be held to vot- 
bonds for the completion of the bridge.

Wants Early Bond Election, 


President Reber of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements is eager to have the 
bond election held as early as possible, 
so that he can proceed to let the con- 
tracts for the constrution of the ap- 
poach. If the bonds are voted this 
spring or summer, they can be sold 
next fall and the contracts let and tue 
bridge can be ready for use within two 
years, according to Reber’s estimates.

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THE ANTI-MONOPOLY FIGHT. 
Attorney-General Wickersham is not dfscour- 
aged by the failure of the Government to con- 
vict trust magnates in the three criminal suits 
which have been tried. In his clear and com- 
prehensive statement in the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch on the conditions of the Government’s 
warfare on monopoly, he expresses firm belief in 
the efficacy of criminal prosecutions in cases 
where the offenses are recent and there is clear 
“evidence of willful, unfaiz- fraudulent or vicious 
conduct.” 
The fact that the violations of law charged in 
the three unsuccessful prosecutions extended 
over a long period of time when the law was not 
understood and embraced methods which had 
generally been regarded as legitimate, deterred 
the juries on two cases from finding verdicts 
of guilt. There was doubt in the Sugar Trust 
case whether the statute of limitations had not 
run. 
In the Bath Tub Trust case in Detroit the At- 
torney-General definitely charges that the Gov- 
ernment’s failure was due to the unfriendliness 
of the Judge. This is an amazing charge against 
a Federal Judge on the part of the head of the 
Department of Justice. If the Judge was un- 
friendly to the prosecution he was friendly to 
the defendants. If his friendliness defeated the 
prosecution he was unfair in his rulings. 
The resignation of Judge Angell shortly after 
the conclusion of the Bath Tub Trust case pre- 
vents impeachment proceedings, which would be 
the logical conclusion of such serious charges by 
the Attorney-General. Why was no protest made 
against the conduct of Judge Angell? Resigna- 
tion with honor is an easy escape from charges 
of unfairness. The Government must deal rigid- 
ly with judges charged with unfairness or in- 
competence if the campaign for revolutionary 
measures to control the judiciary is to be de- 
feated. 
But the Attorney-General insists that, regard- 
less of the criminal prosecutions, proceedings in 
equity will prove efficacious. He regards the dis- 
solution of the holding corporations, the destruc- 
tion of mergers, as a heavy blow at monopoly. 
Monopoly having been defined and forbidden, 
he finds a strong weapon in the injunctive power 
of the courts and the supervision which neces- 
sarily attends it. The fight of stockholders in 
the Waters Pierce Oil Co. against control by 
Standard Oil on the ground of the Supreme 
Court’s decision is an indication of the difficulty 
of monopoly control without the merger device. 
We can see the force of Mr. Wickersham’s plea 
for a congressional enactment forbidding one cor- 
poration from owning stock in other corpora- 
tions, but his seheme of Federal incorporation 
and regulation seems illogical and dangerous. 
There is no law against co-operation without re- 
straint of trade. Individual responsibility for 
violation of law and the injunctive power 
against monopoly seem adequate safeguards. 
Great progress has been made in working out 
this Democratic remedy for oppression. 
Why should we abandon the plain path of 
Democratic law-enforcement with individual free- 
dom for the socialistic way of industrial and 
commercial reguiation? The step from the 
shackling of industry and commerce by Govern- 
ment control to State socialism is short and in- 
evitable.

Moreton Frewen is a distinguished British 
economist. He has recently been making new 
studies in finance that seem to apply aptly to the 
problem of what causes the higher cost of liv- 
ing. Sundry of our amazing American pro- 
teotionist school sagely lay the blame upon 
the larger amount of gold in circulation, which, 
they claim, impairs the purchasing power of the 
yellow metal and hoists prices. Mr. Frewen 
seems to be less wide of the mark. 

Great Britain is trying to force India to be- 
come a “gold” country. To do so, she has fixed 
an import duty of 8 cents an ounce on all silver 
bullion taken into India: As a result India is 
hoarding gold at a rate which he says “Threatens 
the most serious consequences in the money mar- 
kets of the Western World.” 

If Mr. Frewen’s theory is correct, India in 
1911 put $100,000,000 of gold into her stocking, 
literally causing it to disappear from circula- 
tion, and for the first 11 weeks of the year 1912 
she absorbed the precious metal at the rate of 
$5,000,000 a week. 

India has always hoarded vast sums of silver. 
The change of her money standard naturally 
directs her acquisitiveness toward gold. British 
economists see things none the less clearly for 
being free from any protecting wall of high 
tariff, which sometimes has a remarkable effect 
upon the economists of France and America.

Devotees of running can better 
appreciate this wonderful performance 
when they stop to consider that the reo- 
ord for the Freeburg course, which 
measures 26 miles 88 yards, is 3 h. and 
43m. This mark is held by Joe Erxie- 
ben, and was made in 198. Forshaw 
traveled three-quarters of a mfle further 
than Erxleben did in 1908 and required 
four minutes less to do it. 

Forshaw attributes his great perform- 
ance to the ideal weather conditions 
which prevailed Sunday. “Tt was an 
absolutely perfect day for distance run- 
ning,”’ declared the M. A. C. 
day. “It was just brisk enough to keep 
you on your toes and warm enough to 
prevent chills. The air was invigorating, 
the roads dustless and I covered the 27 
miles (roads under Government survey) 
with less exertion that I have suffered 
in running a five-mile race on a warm 
day. I was not the least bit exhausted 
at the finish. I only wished that I was 
competing in a sanctioned race, as I 
could have set a record, sure,” 

Another squad of entrants in the M. 
A. C. marathon, which will be held 
May 4, covered a distance of 18 miles, 
running out the Clayton road to the 
North and South, over to the Manches- 
ter, west to Denny, north to the Clayton 
and east to the Triple A. 

Joe Erxleben showed the way home 
for this squad, negotiating the distance 
in 1 h. 5 m., which is a remarkably good 
time.

Call Rates Hover Around 4 Per 
Cent and Help Along the 
Late Selling.

NEW YORK, April 8.—The Evening 
Pest, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says. 

“Repitition in the early hours today 
of last week’s per cent rate for call 
money probably had some effect in 
checking the further vigorous rise 
with which the stock market began 
the day. 

“Opening with fractionally higher 
Prices for active stocks, such ad- 
vences were made in the forenoon as 
te in Steel and Union Pacific; % in 
New York Central; 1% in Reading, 
and 3 in Lehigh Valley. 

Marke: Is Irregular. 

“But these advances were exceed- 
ingly ill-distributed, and, although 
trading was again on a seale of great- 
er magnitude, it was evident that a 
good part of it was made up of 
realizing sales. This explained why 
some usually active stocks failed to 
move up at all, and why others ac- 
tually lost ground, even when the 
market's general aspect was one of 
great strength. In the afternoon, 
even the strong stocks of the morn- 
ing wavered, and irregular declines 
ensued. 

“There was nothing in the news with 
a bearing on financial values, except 
perhaps the unfavorable condition esti- 
mates on the wheat crop issued by the 
state agricultural departments of Mich- 
igan and Missouri. These estimates are 
respectively 2 and 13 per cent below 
those of a year ago 

“They are of little ‘value at the present 
stage of the crop, and in the peculiar 
circumstances of its growth, but they 
were responsible for some violent com- 
motion on the grain exchanges. Euro- 
pean markets were closed for another 
Raster holiday. 

Money Market Firm. 


“The firmness of call money rates led 
many out-of-town banks to convert a 
portion of their New York balances into 
loans, and for the first time in several! 
weeks interior institutions were heavy 
lenders here. 

“The Boston banks, which have just 
emerged frim a deficit, showed in ney 
weekly statement a decline of $3,062,857 
New York balances, and since they sane 
reported a $1,200,000 gain in cash hold- 
ings, the figures probably accounted in 
large measure for the unexpectedly large 
ecaeh decrease reported in Saturday's 
New York bank statement. 

“The relative weakness in foreign ex- 
change indicated that some of the large 
banks were drawing heavily against 
their foreign balances, so as to extend 
their loans in this market, and partici- 
pate also in some of the syndicate un- 
derwritings that were under negotiation. 

More Bond Offerings. 

“Indications pointed to large offerings 
of this nature in the near future, put out 
at prices which would ptobably assist 
their quick sale to actual investors 
rather than to syndicates and banking 
Lirnis, 

‘The developments in this direction 
were highiy interesting, but it was evi- 
dent that no fixed policy had been adopt- 
ed, and that each borrower would be 
governed by his own peculiar needs, 

“There was evident, however, a dispo- 
sition to avold if possible the sale of 
more short-term notes and to arrange 
for more permanent forms of financing. 

“One interesting development was the 
announcement § that certain savings 
banks Were beginning to gain deposits 
again and that larger purchases of se- 
curities by these institutions could now 
be deperded upon.”

A breeches buoy 
was shot to the vessel from the shore 
when she first went on the rocks this 
Morning, but the captain, after trans- 
ferring the passengers to a tug, sent 
word by life-savers that his crew would 
remain aboard. 

Long before daylight they had chop- 








ved a dozen holes through the pilot 
house and water was pumped by the 
vessel’s own engines into the hold. At 
6 o’clock Captain Bood sent word ashore 
that the fire had been checked. 


The fire broke out in the night’ and 
became so threatening that, shortly be- 
fore 2 o'clock this morning, Captain 
Bood ordered the wireless operator to 
send 8, O. 8. distress signals. An hour 
later he turned back upon his course 
and drove the vessei full speed ahead 
for the reefs off Montauk Point.

FIRST. TIME QUESTIONED 





Maintained That Man Would Be 
Required to Testify Against 
Himself. 





JEFFERSON CITY, April 8.—The con- 
stitutionality of the criminal provision of 
the automobile law relative to acci- 
dents, making it a felony for drivers of 
cars to flee, was attacked in the Su- 
prem Court today through an applica- 
tion filed by Glendy B. Arnold of St. 
Louis in the interests of Forest E. 
Kneedler, a livestock. commission man 
of East St. Louis, Il. 

Kneedler, Oct. 14, 1911, was a passenger 
in @ Car Operated by Ernest Combs. In 
crossing the Eads Bridge the car struck 
Frank Farrar, a negro, and killed him. 
The accident occurred on the Missouri 
side of the bridge. 

An information was filed against 
Kneedler, alleging he advised the driver 
to go ahead and not to furnish his name 
and the number of his car license to the 
authorities. 

He was arraigned before Circuit Judge 
Withrow and sought to have the infor- 
mation quashed by attacking Section 12 
of the new automobile law upon which 
it was based. 

The legal point involved is that the sec- 
tion would require him to give testi- 
mony against himself and thus furnish 
the basis of a prosecution holding him 
as a principal and in violation of Sec- 
tion 23, Article 2 of the Constitution. The 
demurrer was overruled and the cause 
set for hearing April 22. 

The Supreme Court is asked to issue 
an order directing the Circuit Judge to 
quash the proceeding. This is the first 
time the new automobile law has been 
attacked in so far as its criminal pro- 
visions are concerned. It is probable the 
court will make an order in the ap- 
plication tomortow. 


HUNNING CASE DELAYS 
TRIAL OF MRS. JAMES 


Hearing Continued Because Her 
Attorney Is Defending Woman 
at Hillsboro. 


The trial of Mrs. Alma James for the 

killing of her husband, Leon James, in 
their flat at 4457A Lexington avenue, 
April 28, 1911, was continued until May 
6, in Judge Wilson Taylor’s division of 
the Criminal Court, Monday. The con- 
tinuance was made on request of the 
defense, although the State was ready. 
It was asked because Charles P. John- 
son, Mrs. James’ senior counsel, has 
been busy defending Mrs. Annie Hunn- 
ing, at Hillsboro, Mo. Former Judge 
Orrick C. Bishop was in court to repre- 
gent Mrs, James. 
Mrs. James’ trial was continued sev- 
eral times because of her health. A child 
was born to her in December, and this 
further delayed the case. Her defense 
is to be temporary insanity, involving 
the novel plea that she shot her husband 
while walking in her sleep. 


HAMILTON-BROWN LOSES 














In the Circuit Court Monday Judge 
Homer overruled the demurrer of the 
defendants to the amended petition in 
the receivership suit of Thomas E. Bur- 
row and Franklin Wetzel against the 
Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co. Burrow and 
Wetzel, minor stockholders in the com- 
pany, last December asked a receiver. 

Judge Homer in February sustained a 
demurrer filed by the defense because 
the petition set forth no ground of ac- 
tion. The plaintiffs filed an amended pe- 
tition alleging that Alanson D. Brown 
owned a majority of the stock and dom- 
inated the directorate. The defendants 
now must file an answer to the suit.
